Evidently there is 
need of reform. It is time for him to look 
more closely after his subordinates than he 
has done, and to codperate heartily with the 
Citizens’ association in laying bare what- 
ever ulcers of dishonesty are destroying the 


There is one thing the chief of police can 
do at this moment, and he should have done 
it long ago. There are precincts in which 
the people who are willing to buy police pro- 
tection chiefly abound. Patrolmen and offi- 
cers on duty in such precincts are greatly 
tempted. Therefore, they should not be 
kept long in perilous neighborhoods. They 
should be transferred to other and more 
virtuous sections of the city. That will 
keep some from forming entangling alli- 
ances with crime. It will break up the alli- 
ances formed by others. It cannot be as- 
sumed that all members of the force are 
eager to be corrupted and will begin pro- 
tecting criminals the day they are assigned 
to duty in a precinct where there are tough 


Why should not there be a general shift- 
ing of officers and men this week? When 
members of the force who are suspected of 
‘corrupt practices have been transferred 
where they can no longer molest the people | 
on whom they have preyed, the individuals 
‘who have been forced to pay tribute will be 
much more ready to come forward and give 
evidence than they are now, when they are 
afraid that if they speak out swift punish- | 
ment will fall upon them. There is an 
abundance of surmises about police graft- 
ing, but surmises are not enough. There 
must be evidence such as a grand jury can 


What is the chief of police doing to pro- 
eure evidence or to check the growth of 
corruption in his department? Nothing, 
apparently. That is a grave mistake. The 
Citizens’ association having made it clear 
that all is not well in the department, the 
chief ought to join in probing the sore, or, 
if not prepared to do that, he can resign and 
make place for a man who will. There is 
‘great need of an indefatigable, inquisitive 
chief of police who will follow up law break- 
ers within the department even more ener- 
geticilly than he does those without it. 

Whatever the chief of police may do, the 
Citizens’ association and the council com- 
mittee will continue their labors, and with 
the aid of the next grand jury will Ho some-

Some of them 
will be tempted and fall. Others will uot 
wait to be tempted, but will offer law break- 


What is the duty of an honest chief of 
police who has under him a large number 
of men, many of whom are constantly ex- 
posed to temptation? Unless he is a man 
of marked ability his eyes cannot be every- 
where. He cannot keep a watch on the con- 
duct of everybody. The men on whom he 
depends for information as to the behavior 
of subordinates may be false to him. Usu- 
ally such a man is disinelined to think evil 
ot his subordinates, and, as he sees no posi- 
tive evidences of wrongdoing, is apt to take 
the position that everything is about as it 
should be—that he is at the head of the best 


The shipbuilding corporation, says Re- 
ceiver Smith, was “an artistic swindle.” 
The statements and figures put forth by 
its promoters were relied upon “ to mislead 
and deceive the investing public and the 
present and future creditors of the com- 
pany.” Millions in stock and bonds were 
“deliberately given away,” and the re- 
ceiver asks, who participated in this 
wholesale plunder?” The persons, nomi- 
nally guilty were “dummy directors,” but 
they were mere figureheads placed in the 
position in order that the schemes of others 
The “ otu- 
ers are the ones who should be prose- 
cuted and forced to disgorge. The corpor- 
ation, says the receiver, was deliberately 
wrecked by people who, “ while thorough- 
ly understanding the intricacies of higher 
finance,’ seemed to have overlooked the re- 
quirements of common fairness.” Who 
were the unscrupulous exponents of 2 high- 


deceitfulness. Investors were deceived by. 
its elaborate tissue of falsehoods 


mourn their losses. 

There should be a censor of the future 
prospectuses of industrial enterprises, Some 
government official should peruse them and 
see how far they are matter of fact state- 
ments and how far the productions of the 
glowing imaginations of men/skilled in the 
“ higher finance.” The persons who penned 
the prospectus of.the shipbuilding trust will 
write others like it when the next specula- 
tive era ‘comes: and new combines are 
launched. They will not be reformed by 
the strictures of Receiver Smith. Nothing 
short of a stringent law will keep them 
from uttering false prospectuses when they 
think there is money to be made by doing 
so. The public must be protected against 
the masters of higher finance when they 
take pen in hand to persuade the public to 
buy an interest in their “ artistic swindles.” 


THE MARINE BAND UNPLEASANTNESS. 
The American Federation of Musicians, 
an association organized upon an indus- 
trial and commercial basis, is still dis- 
gruntled because the Marine band, an as- 
sociation organized as part of the naval 
service of the United States, came to Chi- 
cago last month and took part in the cen- 
tennial celebration. The secretary of the 
association is in Washington trying to get 
“justice” from the navy department, If 
Secretary Moody does not give the federa- 
tion“ justice then its secretary avers he 
will go to congress and try to get it. 

It is not likely that Secretary Moody has 
any justice to hand out to the musical 
secretary. Indeed, the latter complains 
that his replies have been “ flippant.” 
Probably the secretary regards the demand 
as flippant, as do all except the parties im- 
mediately concerned. It is more thar like- 
ly also that congress will be“ flippant ” in 
its consideration and regard the demand 
as “much ado about nothing.” 7 

The penalty for refusal to grant the fed- 
eration’s demand is not a summary one. 
The secretary of the federation says that 
if congress or the government fails to take 
cognizance of its wishes the federation

The American Federation of Musicians 
does not seem to be able to understand that 
the consent of Secretary Moody, when 
asked for the services of the Marine band, 
was given as a mark of courtesy to Chicago 
and a token that the national government 
had some interest in the founding of its 
second city. If the band. received scale 
pay or any other kind of pay it was a local 
recognition of the government’s favor. The 
navy department was not in need of the 


It is not hiring out its band for any func- 


cians also does not seem to be able to un- 
derstand that enlisted men in the service 
of the government are not subject to the 
rules, or the dictates, or the caprices of 
labor unions.

. ING EDWARD, on the advice of Sir 
Frederick Treves, who has become his 
principal and most trusted physician, 
bas resumed daily horseback exercise, 

with results most beneficial to his 
health. He has been riding daily at Ne- 
market, at Sandringham, and at Wynyard 
park, where he has been staying with Lord 
Londonderry, and it is practically asured that 
when he returns to town he will ride regular- 
ly every day in the row, as he was wont to 
do prior to his accession to the throne. True, 
no other English sovereign has mingled with 
-the fashionable world in Rotten row on 
horseback during the season, the late Queen 
Victoria’s equestrian exercise in the earlier 
part of her reign having been confined to 
Windsor, Osborne, and Balmoral. But there 
is no reason whatsoever why King Edward 
should not ride in the row, and I do not be- 
lleve that there would be any more danger 
of his being mobbed or even accosted by peo- 
ple distasteful to him than when he used to 
ride there daily prior to his accession. 

In those days Queen Alexandra, then prin- 
cess of Wales, was likewise a familiar figure 
on horseback in the row, usually escorted by 
gallant old Gen. Sir Dighton Probyn, the 
controller of the royal household at Marl- 
borough house, and her special guard, the 
princess being easily distinguishable from 
other equestriennes by the fact that she 
rode on the right instead of the left side of

cessions, the leading spirit in this transac- 
tion being Michael Grace, who, born at

LESSON NO. 81—The Homekeeper or th 
Housekeeper? | 


OOD housekeeping, in the ordinary 
sense, seems comparatively simple, 
and might be reduced to a matter of 
rules and precepts if it were not that 
most housekeepers are homemakers - 

and “ehildren keepers as well. There are 
good housekeepers who are indifferent moth- 
ers and good mothers who are indifferent 
housekeepers, but the ideal housekeeper is 
the house mother.“ 

In one of the most beautiful of the old 
hymns the prayer is raised for “a heart at 
leisure from itself to soathe and sympathize.”’ 
Housekeeping that does not admit of a little 
leisure is in the end poor housekeeping, no 
matter what marvels of neatness and shining 
order it may achieve. : 

One busy matron gives her idea of a good 
housekeeper as “‘one who knows what to 
leave undone.” 
than it would seem on first acquaintance, and 
grows on one with experience. The woman 
who can let the work cry sometimes to make 
the children happy is a good mother, but if 
she can keep her house in a reasonable de- 
gree of order and at the same time keep her 
family in good spirits she approaches near to 
being an ideal housekeeper. 


One of the drawbacks to housekeeping as 
an attractive calling is that it is monotonous. 
The work is not creative as that expression 
is usually understood. In fact, there is in 
housekeeping the constantly recurring ele- 
ment of destructiveness that tends to dis- 
couragement. Every day the beds are made 
only to be unmade, the dishes are washed 
only to be soiled again, the dusted furniture 
speedily undusts itself; in fact, the old say- 
ing, a woman’s work is never done,“ seems 
literally true.

Hoe cake—One quart cornmeal; e tea- 
spoon salt, one tablespoon melted one 
large cup boiling water; melt the lard in the 
water; mix the salt with the meal and pour 
on the water, stirring into the dough; when 
cool make either into one large oval cake or 
two smaller ones and bake in the oven toa 
bright brown, which will take about half an 
hour; or make in small cakes and bake slowly 
on a griddie, browning well on each side. 
Genuine hoe cake is bakeé before an open 
fire on a board. 2 


Corn bread—Two cups cornmeal, one cup 


flour, one teaspoon,soda and one of salt, one 
heaping tablespoon butter, one teacup sugar, 
three eggs, two cups sour milk, the more 
creamy the better. If sweet milk is used, 
substitute baking powder for soda. Sift 
meal, flour, soda, and salt together; beat the 
yolks of the eggs with the sugar, add the 
milk, stir into the meal; melt the butter, stir 
in, beating hard five minutes; beat the 
whites stiff, stir in, bake at once either in 
one large round loaf or in tin pie plates.

NEW LIFE OF 
A Sketch of the Tyrant and His Prin- 
_ eipate, by B. W. Henderson. 
“ THD LIFE AND PRINCIPATE OF EM- 


PEROR NERO,” by Bernard W. Henderson 
(J. B. Lippincott company), is one of the best 
pieces of historical elucidation that has late- 


ly appeared. The author is an Oxford scholar, 
who has, by exhaustive carefulness of re- 
search and reflection, made himseif master 
of his subject. Nero, about whom he writes, 
is, at any rate, one of the most outstanding 
characters in history. While the book is 
eminently scholarly and critical, it is as well 
popular in its mode of. presentation. With- 
out sacrificing anything of accuracy of his- 
toric statement, or candor and judicial fair- 
ness of characterization, there is in the nar- 
rative the fascination of the best form of 
historic romance. 57 

Was Nero the monster of all wickedness, 
after Indos the most accurate of the human 


race; as to his moral nature “a horrid mon- 


ster, huge and stout, with but one eye, and 
that put out,“ and withal with no redeem- 
ing feature in his management of the im- 
perial government of Rome? , 


Mr. Henderson holds no brief for or against 


the subject of his study. Certainly he is no 
apologist either for Nero or for his almost 
equally famous tutor and adviser, Seneca. 
He admits and powerfully portrays the 
measureless abominations which centered 
about the throne in the imperial city; but one 
of the special points made by him is as to the 
provincial administration under Nero. Here, 
as the author alms to make clear, the em- 


peror’s policy in regard to the outlying prov- . 


inces of the world empire had in it much to 
command our approbation. He may have 
been The Man of Sin,“ the anti-Christ ”’ 
of apocalyptic prophecy and Christian tradi- 
tion; and insistence for his iniquities and 
crimes is hardly necessary now. At history's 
bar of judgment he already stands, perhaps 


sufficiently condemned. The endeavor, how- | 


ever, says this author, to restore the Emperor 
Nero from his position of terrible isolation 
as the Abomination of Sin upon this earth 
into the rank of a common humanity may 


not tend to the greater credit of humanity;. 


but, as he suggests, the historian is not re- 
sponsible for that. 

Incidentally, it may be noted that Mr. 
Henderson not only has no doubt that the 
visions of the apocalypse in the book of 
Revelation had the great persecutor Nero in 
mind, but belleves that that book itself was 
written some time prior to the destruction of 
Jerusalem, between the years da and 68. 

Once more it must be repeated that what- 
ever the private and court scandals and 
crimes of the reign of Nero, the whole empire 
had reason to rejoice in his good government, 


which extended itself equally to the admin- 


istration in Rome, in Italy, and in the prov- 
inces.“ 

“ Nero yielded himself a helpless prisoner 
to his lower appetites; yet Seneca was at his 
side, the preacher who urged that true pleas- 
ure could be but the scorn of pleasure.” 
„ Seneca’s moral precepts were for the street, 
not for the palace.” 


AMONG WELSH BYWAYS. 


Frederick L. Griggs, has written sev-
